tal death have been returned, but now certain of the bodies have been 
exhumed with the result that the charges of murder have been pre- 
ferred. 


Smith according to the police, was born in London, the son of an 


insuiance agent and is 45 years of age.

"During the last dajs before the 


.final sortie, the garrison received in- 
creased rations. 
Each soldier was 


given biscuits to last five days, warm 
new clothing and new boots. 
Offi- 


cers were instructed Jo explain to ihc 
troops ttiat if they returned to the 
fortress, an inglorious fate awaited 
them and consequently they 
must 


pierce the Russian front at any cost. 
An easterly direction was chosen for 
the sortie as tihe line of least resis- 
tance a* well as because it led to the 
district where the 
Russians had 


Itrge stores of arms and ammunition. 
More than 20,000 men were ordered 
to participate in the sortie, but sev- 
eral units refused to move despite 
tfce urging of the commanders. 


"'The aortic was promptly and de- 


cisively defeated. 
It was repulsed 


principally by territorial troops and 
reserves. 
The total number of the 


captured garrison exceeded Russian 
expectations. 


"The following is the text, in part, 


of an order issued by General Kus- 
manek to the garrison of the fort- 
ress on March 1S, tine day before the 
sortie: 
" "Heroes, 1 announce lo jou my 


last summons.

AERIAL DEFENSES OF PARIS 


VOICED BY POMJNENT 


FRENCH WRITERS 


Pointing Out That Zeppelins Should 


Not Have Reached City oil 


Starlit Night.

Pans, March 23.—Georges Clem- 


enceau and other prominent writers 
in the Paris press, criticise the aerial 
defenses of Paris. They declare Zep- 
pelins should not have been able to 
reach Paris Sunday night, which was 
clear and starlight. The danger of an 
air fight over the capital with the 
possibility of the fall of a Zeppelin 
with its cargo of unused explosives 
is pointed out. ' 


Details have not been obtained as 


to the circumstances of the second 
raid upon Paris which was attempt- 
ed last night. 
It is understood that 


two fleets had planned to bombard 
the capital, but it is supposed that 
they turned back 
because of 
the 


heavy rainstorm when 25 miles from 
the city. 


When announcement was made 


that a raid was impending, French 
aeroplane flotillas took to the air 
from the entrenched 
campus and 


searchlights were trained 
upon the 


sky from every quarter.

At several recent sessions, it 
is reported, the representatives of 
Japan have argued that Japanese im- 
migration into Mongolia and Man- 
churia should not be persistently op- 
posed.

The principal of a large city school

Either they encourage the fighting in- 
stinct without regard to circumstances 
or thev lay down the rule that the 
boys must fight. One attitude is just 
as arbitrary as the other, and neither 
fits all casas. Some bojs need to be 
encouraged to stand up to show the 
stuff they aie made of. and others 
need just as much to be discouraged 
in their belligerent activities. Each 
individual has to be judged by him- 
self. And eccb bo: has to learn to 
judge "each fighting opportunity bj 
itself. 


The moral effect of one's attitude 


toward fighting is e\cn more import- 
ant than tl'.e physical effect. While 
aggressive combativeness is to be dis- 
couraged, w-3 should try 
to retain 


enough of the fighting instinct in 
each child to make sure that the >oung 
people do not grow up with a soft in- 
difference *o injustice.

The slide occurred shortly after 


midnight. 


There was a report like a dyna- 


mite explosion: in fact survivors de- 
clared they first thought the mine's 
magazine had blown up. 
A mass 


of rock, snow and huge trees swept 
down from near the summit of the 
mountains. 


It carried from a ledge, a bunk- 


house, cook house and one or two 
,of the houses occupied by the families 
of the employes. 


The entire mass of debris then 


shot downward?, stopping half a mile 
farther, near the Brittania 
creek, 


where some of the mine workings 
are situated. 


When the rescuers got to 
work, 


they found some bodies free of the 
rocks and snow, but »o badly batter- 
ed as to lie almost unrecognizable. 
About a dozen men coming oil the 
night saift from the mine narrowly 
escaped. One man was buried in the 
snow for several hours,

hands appearing abov» the F'irfaoe. 
He was rescued unhurt,

Works, Advance Glass Company, B. 
H. Everett 
Company and 
many 


others that bring prosperity to our 
community by bringing into our city 
more wealth than they take out of it. 
Therefore the balance of trade from 
such institutions is largely in our 
favor and we only prosper in pro- 
portion to our balance of trade.

certainly hope that we may be for- 
tunate enough to secure many more 
such institutions in the near future. 


The heads of the corporations re- 


ferred to, live in our city and as 
citizens are therefore interested in 
all matters of a public welfare na- 
ture.

distinction in your reference to cor- 
porations. 
If they are all righteous 


and seeking to serve the public's besc 
interest, I would like to inquire why 
the state of Ohio created a public util- 
ities commission whose chief function 
is to regulate the service of—well, I 
suppose the righteous corporations. 1 
am inclined to think that you know 
better, but you stated you were preju- 
diced against municipal plants ot any 
sort. I» am therefore constrained to be-

The Ohio Light and Power company 


is pursuing the same methods that all 
monopolies have used in destroying 
competition by offering a subterfuge 
When we fully consider the matter, we 
observe that they are offering a pro- 
position in disguise in order to de- 
feat our municipal plant project. It is 
apparent that they thought they had 
enough support in our city council to 
secure their proposition ot 1.75 rate, 
consequently submitted that price, 
but opposition sprang up and a city 
engineer 
was about to be employed 


and they realizing that the city could 
manufacture current for less than the 
price submitted reduced their price to 
a rate of 1.10 
Now, what do the fig- 


ures show? The 
difference 
between 


1.75 and 1.10 is six and one half mills 
(.0065). Taking as a basis for calcula- 
tion the maximum current that the 
OJijo Light end Power state was con- 
sumed for the last jear of 575,000 K. 
W. H. the following result is pro- 
duced: 575,000 K. W. H. times 0065 
equals difference in a year's consump- 
tion $3,737 50. The difference foT price 
for ten years \vould be a saving of 
537,375.00. 
It is certainly clear that 


we have saved $37,375.00. which is a 
bufficifiiit amount to construct 
our 


municipal plant. 


It is apparent that the Ohio Light 


and Power company would never have 
reduced their first offer in case we 
had not had a municipal plant—prob- 
ably would !-ave asked more than the 
first proposition. If our municipal 
plant is worth to us what the figures 
actually show would it not be worth 
a great deal more to the consumer of 
current for private use in case our 
municipal plant was constructed with 
a capacity of 300,000 K. W. H. greater 
than is needed for street lighting and 
sell the surplus current for private 
consumption? Bear 
in 
mind, Mr. 


Voter, that this is the real issue the 


with them. We will accept the re- 
sponsibility and solve our problems 
successfully in this country because 
be have practical examples in Ger- 
many, Canada, Glasgow, Scotland, 
also in this country. 


Relative to the

vestments. We are fully aware that 
much depends upon the prosperity 
and development of our 
railroads. 


You cannot distort the issue,

We are in a new era of municipal 


development and have many prob- 
lems to solve, but as before stated, 
we will solve them. I am not so 
much afraid of the public as you are. 
I think an educated public is safer 
than a city council elected by an un- 
educated public or a public that can- 
not secure facts when monopolies 
control our resources and the 
best 


way to educate them so that they 
may vote intelligently upon every is- 
sue that comes before them is suffi- 
cient, publicity of the facts.

clear that they cannot be secured ex- 
cept by the municipal ownership of 
our light and water plant. I am op- 
posed to municipal ownership 
of
